AND EXPELLED 


First Action of the Kind in 
lis History Is Taken by 
the Explorers’ Club 


MOUNT MPRINLEY CLIMB 
PROVED THE LAST CLIMS 


Committee, Reporting That It 
Made Every Effort to Secure 
Information on the Subject 
From Dr. Cook, Asserts It Be- 
lieves That He Purposely Dis- 
appeared. 


New York, December 24.—--The board 
of governors of the Explorers’ Club 
met today in executive sission, . and 
standing in silence voted with bowed 
heads that Dr. Frederick A. Cook be 
dropped from the rolis of the club for 
frauds practiced on tts members and 
on the public. Coming hard upon the 
heels of the crushing verdict rendered 
by the University of Copenhagen, the 
action of tie Explorers’ Club today 
is the result of independent investiga- 
tions which in no way touch upon the 
Polar controversy, and the weight of 
its disapproval thus becomes cumula- 
tive. 

Reject Cook Claim. 

Preliminary to its vote of expulsion 
the board met to pass upon the re- 
port of its committee, which has been 
investigating the validity of Dr. Cook's 
assertion that he reached the summit 
of Mount McKinley. This committee 
in concluding an exhaustive report 
recommended that “Dr. Cook's claim 
that he ascended the summit of Mount 
McKinley in 1906, be rejected by the 
Explorers’ Club as unworthy of cre- 
dence.” 

The committee's recommendation 
was based on its finding’ that “Dr. 
Cook had repeatedly made statements 
that have not been tn accord with the 
facts and that hé had éntered upon an 
agreement which he has fatled to keep, 
and that the misstatements and broken 
agreements deal not only with matters 
pertaining to discovery, but to ordi- 
nary financial transactions, so that no 
—— can be given to statements by 
ttm. 

Among the seven’ signatures ap- 
pended to this arraignment are those 
of Casper Whitney and Anthony Fiala. 
both personal friends of Dr. Cook. The 
committee is further explicit in its 
statement that it undertook its inves- 
tigation only after first apprising Dr. 
Cook of its purpose, which he approved 
in person, and that it has disregarded 
entirely the testimony of Edward Bar- 
rill, Dr. Cook’s guide, andof Frederick 
Printz, his backer, although such tes- 
timony was before them, because it 
wighed no cloud of partisan contention 
or question of financfal interest to dim 
the integrity of its verdict. 

Individual Reports Made. 

In addition to the findings of the 
committee as a whole, which are 
signed by Anthony Fiala, Frederick S§8. 
Dellenbaugh, of the American Geo- 
graphic Society; Prof. Marshall H. Sa- 
ville, of the chair of archaeology in 
Columbia university; Walter G. Clark. 
Charlies H. Townsend, @irector of the 
New York aquarium; Henry G. Walsh, 
secretary of the Fxplorers’ Club, and 
Casper Whitney, individual signed re- 
ports are submitted by Herschel C. 
Parker, professor of physics at Co- 
lumbia, and Belmore, Brown. both of 
whom were members of the Cook 
Mount McKinley expedition: by Charlee 
Honeon, who has recently returned 
from a vear’s residence on the slope of 
fount McKinley, where he went with 
the express purpose of studying the 
configuration of the mountain, with a 
view to the possibility of its ascent. 

Professor Parker reports that he was 
a partner with Dr. Cook In the Mount 
McKinley expedition, both physically 
and financially. 

Pr. Cook assumed the Yead with a 
plan which proved unfeasible and the 
party escaped with their lives, thanks 
to the local knowledge of Brown. 

“Tt was perfectly understood.” says 
Professor Parker, “that after the mis- 
adventure all future attempts were 
abandoned for the season.” 


Stdetracked His Party. 

Otherwise Professor Parker would 
not have left the expedition. Tnetead 
of this Dr. Cook, it is charged. side- 
tracked all members of the exndition 
until there remained only Cook, his 
guide, Barrill, and one vacker. who 
was. subsequentivy got rid of. These 
defections left Dr. Cook. says Profes- 
sor Parker. no instruments capable of 
assuring the altitudes he says he at- 
tained. Moreover, he adds. the sum- 
mer’s experience had shown that of 
all the party. Dr. Cook and Barril! 
were the least fitted physically for 
arduous mountain climbing. 

Rrown, in the main, confirms Profes- 
sor Parker. and says also that In Dr: 
Cook's book there !s not one date given 
from the time he left Chulitna. This 
makes intelligent criticism impossible, 
he declares. He asserts further that 
he never saw Dr. Cook make a single 
anero'd barometer reading during the 
whole trip. Confirming a charge that 
has previously been made, he says 
that Dr. Cook wes known to be in 
serious financial etraits and would have 
great difculty in getting out of Alaska 
if he had not reported that he attain- 
ef the summit of Mount McKinley. 

Had Ne lee Creepers. 

Brown fortifies his charges with the 
deciaration that Cook and Barrill had 
no ice creepers and that though Dr. 
Cook afterward told Professor Parker 
that he (Cook) and Barrill were roped 
together every foot of the last stages, 


SORROW COM 


TO MARK TWAIN 


His Invalid Daughter 
Meets Tragic Death. 


Miss Jean Clemens Found 
Dead, End Coming While 
She Was in Bath---Probably 
Due to Strangulation Caused 
by Attack of Epilepsy. 


Redding, Conn., December 24.—Mark 
Twain's invalid daughter, Jean, met 
death tragically this morning while at 
the bath, bringing poignant grief at 
Christmas time to Stormfield. She 
was his youngest daughter, endeared 
to him not only by long companionship, 
but by her frail health caused by re- 
current attacks of epilepsy. Her death 


leaves Dr. Clemens without kin in this 


country to share his sorrow. 

Jean Clemens died probably of 
strangulation, due to an attack of epi- 
lepsy, or from heart failure. The body 
was found in the bath tub with the 
head only partly submerged. 

Miss Clemens had evinced physical 
weariness of late, but yesterday after- 
noon she-rode her favorite horse to the 
postoffice to get the early Christmas 
mail, and last night she cheerfully pre- 
pared a Christmas tree from which she 
had planned to distribute gifts tomor- 
row morning. 

When she arose this morning she 
went to the bathroom where her life. 
less body. was found later. Her fail- 
ure to respond to the maid’s knocking 
on the door revealed her death. 

With characteristic philosophy Mark 
Twain is bearing up bravely. Hun- 
dreds of messages of tondolence are 
arriving from throughout this country 
and abroad. Death has already taken 
from him his wife and his daughter 
Susan, 

Jean Clemens was about 30 years old, 
was her fatler's close companion in his 
literary work. Since early woman- 
hood she had been subject to epilepsy, 
but in recent years her health had im- 
proved. 

The body will be sent to Elmira, N. 
Y., for interment, where the funeral 
will be held on Saturday afternoon. 

It was sald tonight that Mr. Clemens 
will not be able to attend the funeral. 
He is now 74 years old and his physi- 
cians discourage the unusual fatigue 
that he would undergo on such &@ jour- 
ney. 

Mark Twain in Poor Health. 

New York, December 24.—Samuel L. 
Clemens returned here last Monday 
from his winter vacation in Bermuda 
and went at once to his home in Red- 
ding, Conn. The author,complained of 
pain in his left breast. Since the death 
of his close friend, Henry H. Rogers, a 
year «ag0, Mr. Clemens has felt much 
depressed, and the death of his daugh- 
ter today, his friends here fear, will 
prove a seiious shock to the aged 
writer.

24.—Jose Santos Zelaya, who 
three davs ago relinquished the 
presidency of Nicaragua to Dr. 
Jose Madriz—thke same day his 
army met defeat by the revolu- 
tionists at Rama-—has fled the 
capital and tonight fs in Corinto, 
surrounded by his bodyguard and 
a few faithful! friends. Zelaya 
departed from Managua under 
cover of darkness, escorted by 
fifty of his guard of honor and 
a squad of artillerymen with a 
Maxim gun. Just at 3 o'clock 
this morning the party quietly 
left the former president's home, 
and half an hour later went on 
board a small steamer,. which 
sailed immediately for Momo- 
tombo, on Lake Managua.

From these quarters he has 
aiso controlled the local monopolies 
existing along the Atlantic coast and 
covering traffic in aguardiente, leaf 
and manufactured tobacco, cocoanut 
groves, abattoirs and turtle fisheries. 

Centrols Dock Privileges. 

In addition to these he controls the 
dock privileges at the pliers of Corinto, 
Granada, San Jorge, Monkey Point, San 
Miguelisto and El Bluff, and the lease 
of the National railway and of the Na- 
tional steamship lines. 

Through some pecullar framing of 
the customs laws he also benefits from 
premiums on the exportation of coffee, 
lumber, gold, hides and rubber, and 
from duties of from 10 to.50 per cent 
on the importations of all sorts of 
manufactured articles. 

Among his other known interests 
are the street cleaning of Managua, 
done by contract; the sugar refinery of 
San Antonio; the planing mills and the 
sale of property to or by the govern- 
ment. He also exacts a share in al 
concessions granted by the govern 
ment fn this manner; is a large stoc 
holder in the concessions granted 
Bluefields company, James Dietri 
Guichosa, Salazar, Emery and a n 
ber of mining concessions. The

Receives Large Profits. 
On the Atlantic side, Zelaya has op-

erated through the business house of | 


Lopez and Martinez. Lopez is Zelaya’s 
cousin and is now jatled by the revolu- 


tionists. 

Through his house alone he has re- 
oeived profits of $5,000 or $6,000 Ameri- 
can money: and the railways and 
steamers of the country are managed 
for Zelaya by his partner, Julio Wiest, 
a Swiss. The contract for the con- 
struction of the railway from San 
Migel to Miguelisto and thence to 
Monkey Point, which he controls 
through Wiest. costs the government 
$20,000, United States money. per 
month. The country has spent $600,000 
in the last three vears on this line 
and but four miles have been built. 

The national finances also have been 
veed for Zelava’s enrichment. The sys- 
tem here has been for Zelaya to under- 
write the government bonds at a large 
Aiscount and then to dispose of them 
to bankers at 50 per cent profit. 

Profits by Custom Duties. 

Tt ts conservatively estimated that 
Zelaya appropriated 55 per cent of all 
custom dues by the simple process of 
compelling payment of customs due 
through compulsory purchase of g0v- 
ernment bonds, of which he only is 
supplied and which he sells at 60 per 
cent appreciation Over par after hav- 
ing bought them at 40 per cent dis- 
count from par. 

Then again Zelaya operates a planta- 
tion in the Champ de Mars, which the 
soldiers of the garrison work for him. 
Another he owns in partnership with 
the commander of the penitentiary and 
they divide the profits, the labor being 
convict labor, for which they do not 
pay. Through. a dummy he has the 
contract for the new drainage system 
at Managua and in a Similar manner 
he holds the coytract for the clothing 
and equipment of the army. 

Zelaya maintains a special office for 
the discountin of Salaries of state 
employees, paying them 70 per cent 
of their claims and retaining 30 per 
cent commissions. To render this ef- 
fective, the treasury Is maintained al- 
Ways in an empty condition. 

Each governor Or department “pro- 
vincial” has the exclusive privilege of 
trading in cigars, cigarettes and to- 
bacco, the local privilege of traffic in 
aguardiente and the licensing of games 
of chance and each is compelled to 
turn in to Zelaya 60 per cent of the 
proceeds.

REVIEW OF COTTON 
DURING PAST WEEK 


New York: December 24.—Cotton— 
The bulls have made good their pre- 
diction that 16 cents would be reached 
by Christmas time. They have been 
favored by reports of a better spot 
demand in various parts of the south, 
a bullish ginning report last Monday, 
and evidences as they believe that 
trade is in much better condition than 
many had supposed. Certainly, the 
sentiment here has been generally bull- 
ish. Believers in higher prices dilate 
on the fact that’ the spinners’ tak- 
ings of late have exceeded the receipts. 
They also believe that spinners are, 
in many eases, becoming alarmed under 
a realization’ of the fact that the crop 
is really small, even if the recent goy- 
ernment estimate of 10,088,000 bales 
may have been rather too low. Those 
figures and some of the ginning returns 
are regarded by some as too small 
for the average credulity, but the idea 
is spreading that apart from this the 
vield is actually several millions less 
than the world’s consumption of Ameri- 
can cotton. Some bulls, indeed, put the 
disparity between supply and pros- 
pective demand as at least 3,000,000 
bales. More generally it is stated at 
2,500,000, and the prediction its made 
that before the close of the season 
wholesale curtailment will be compul- 
sory. The vield is: not only small in 
this countrv, but is also said to be 
much smaller than usual in Egypt. 
Sume recent estimates of the East In- 
dian crop are smaller than at one 
time, though the yield in that quarter 
is expected to be comparatively liberal. 
Of late Liverpool prices have been 
stronger than looked for, the spot sales 
there increased on Thursday and from 
parts of Texas, Alabama, the Carolinas, 
Tennessee, Georgia and Louisiana re- 
ports have been received of a better de- 
mand for the actual cotton. The farm- 
ers are believed to have sold consider- 
able of their crop at high prices and 
to be in a position to hold the re- 
mainder for some time to come. Fall 
River mills refused to accede to their 
employees’ request to close on Friday, 
December 24, for the Christmas holi- 
days, and this is taken as meaning 
that trage in that section is in no bad 
way. Indeed, the reports indicate a 
gradual improvement’ in the business 
in cotton goods. 
has been very active. General trade 
is improving. Silver has recently ad- 
vanced materially whereby the buv- 
ing power of the Orient has been sen- 
siblyv increased. On the other hand, 
many consider prices altogether too 
high, and that sooner or later there 
must be as disastrous a. break in 
prices as there was in the Sully cam- 
paign. This element expects the south 
to plant an enormous acreage during 
the coming spring, one that may con- 
ceivablvy mean a crop under favorable 
conditions of 15,000,000 bales. 

On the advance thiere has been 
heavy liquidation by big operators and 
others. Federal legislation on the swub- 
ject of cotton futures has been intro- 
duced and may be carried through dur- 
ing the present session of congress 
Cotton manufacturers are in many 
cases bitterly resentful of the present 
high cost of raw material, believing it 
to be largely due to speculation. The 
general sentiment elsewhere is bullish. 
however, based on the proposition that 
considerations of supply and demand 
must ultimately force prices to a high- 
er level, however regrettable from the 
manufactrers’ viewpoint this may be.

BANK GUARANTY LAW. 
S DECLARED INVALID 


Decision in Kansas Case 
Made by Judge 
Pollock, 


Topeka, Kan., December 24.—Judge 
John C. Pollock, in the United States 
district court hene today, in a decision 
declared the Kansas bank ‘guaranty 
law to be invalid. 

Judge Pollock granted two injunc- 
tions in ruling out the law. One case 
was that of Frank S. Larabee, a stock- 
holder in the Exchange State Bank of 
Hutchinson, against the officers and di- 
rectors of the bank, and J. N. Doley, 
State bank commissioner. His conten- 
tion was that a stockholder in a state 
bank can object and prevent the par- 
ticipation of his bank In the guaranty 
law. Judge Pollock upheld this argu- 
ment in every particular. 

The other case was that of the Abi- 
line Natidnal Bank against fhe bank 
commissioner and state treasurer on 
the ground that the state guaranty law 
is unconstitutional. Judge PoHock 
granted a temporary injunction in this 
case, holding the law inoperative, and 
fixed a bond of $50,000 to be given by 
the bank pending the final disposition 
of the cas>.

SISTERS. INDICTE 
ON MURDER CHARGE 


Gruesome Phraseology Made 
Public in the Arraign- 
ment. 


New York, December 24.—Gruesome 
phraseology in the indictments against 
the Wardlaw sisters, charged with the 
murder of Ocey Snead, was made pub- 
lic today in the arraignment of Mrs. 
Caroline W. Martin, the victim’s moth- 
er, and Mrs. Mary Snead, an aunt, in 
the Tombs police court, when they 
were recommitted to the Tombs for 
thirty days, pending extradition_ to 
New Jersey. 

In the indictments against both it 
‘is charged. that they did “take ‘the 
said Ocey Snead with both their hakgds, 
‘and cast, throw and push said Ocey 
Snead into a certain bath tuk where 
there was a quantity of water, and by 
means of which said Ocey Snead was 
choked, suffocated and drowned.” 

Another count charges that Mrs. 
Martin and Mrs. Snead did incite, pro- 
cure, abet, counsel, hire and command 
Virginia Wardlaw to do and commit 
murder upon the body of Ocey Snead. 
As heretofore told, the grand jury, as 
an additional precaution, charges all 
there wth aiding and abetting the vic- 
tim’s suicide. 

Further complications in the case 
of contradictory evidence which in- 
vestigation of the case has unearthed 
developed today with the discovery of 
additional documents. They were found 
by the Brooklyn police in the Henry 
street house once occupied by the 
Wardlaws, and imbued the detectives 
with the belief that the entire family 
had made a suicide pact which was 
only partiv fulfilled by the death of 
Ocey Snead. 

The aHeged pact is said to be re- 
vealed by letters signed by Ocey 
Snead, her husband, Fletcher Snead; 
Mrs. Martin, her mother, and her two 
aunts, Mrs. Mary Snead and Miss Vir- 
ginia Wardlaw. Accompanying them 
were several blank forms of power of 
attorney, all signed by Ocey Snead. 
The documents have been turned over 
to the New Jersey authorities.

Washington, December 24.—Nearly 
one-half of the exports from the Uni- 
ted States go to British territory, and 
nearly one-third of the imports come 
from British territory. Almost $1,- 
000,000, according to the bureau of 
statistics, was the value of the trade 
between the United States and the 
British empire during the ten months 
of the present year, for which figures 
are available. The total includes the 
trade with United Kingdom, Canada, 
India and other British colonies and 
other dependencies in other parts of 
the world. The total foreign com- 
merce of the United States during the 


same ten months amounted to _  §2,- 
500,000. 


The total value of merchandise ex- 


store 
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ported from the United States to Brit- 
ish territory in the first ten months 
of 1909 was $624,000,000, while the 
total amount imported from British 
territory was $362,000,000. In the 
trade with British territory, the Uni- 
ted States shows an excess of exports 
over imports to every political 4di- 
vision, except the East and West In- 
dies. 

Canada, second to the United King- 
dom fn order of magnitude in the Brit- 
ish territories, as a market for prod- 
ucts of the United States, shows the 
largest growth, the value of exports 
thereto during the ten months of 
1909 having been  $154,500,000, as 
against $128,000,000 in the correspond- 
ing period of last year.

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CHANGE DATE OF INAUGURATION. 


Congress has at last taken hold of the proposal to change the date 
of the inauguration of the president of the United States, and the trend of 
the discussion indicates probability of favorable action. 

There should be no question, no hesitation about it. 

It is proposed in the measure now pending to change the inaugural date 
from March 4 until the last Thursday in April—a date eminently more 
satisfactory, though it might be still better carried a little further along 
into the spring. 

An early May inaugural would, we believe, prove ideal. 

But the seven weeks’ difference proposed will move the event weeds 


ciently forward to preyent its being snowed under of ice-bound. 


It would guarantee, at least, exemption from the, quadriennial waslietaiia 
due to pneumonia and other diseases which come from severe weather 
exposure.

The 
importance, therefore, of holding it at a time when they may go there and 
go about with safety to life and health, ought not to be a subject for debate.

It is impossible to conceive of a valid objection to the proposal, and 
it is scarcely to be questioned that, as a constitutional amendment, it would 
receive the unanimous indorsement of the states.

KEEPING THE PERSPECTIVE STRAIGHT. 


Lack of perspective in the popular vfewpoint grieves The Wall Street 


Journal. 
“In our hearts,” avers that able daily, “we know perfectly well ‘that 


ninety-five per cent of the corporation and private business of this coun- 
itry is honestly conducted. No one would suppose so to judge by the tone 


of popular criticism. We have a very bad habit of talking in superlatives.” 

The Journal also delivers a neat little lecture on the national failing 
of hyperbole, whereby we construe an improvement in business into a boom 
and a check therein into ground for pessimism. 

The first contention, that relating to indiscriminate denunciation, is 
more convincing than the second. All young nations, as young men, are 
sanguine in temperament, mercurial, quickly responsive to external changes. 

It is, therefore, not surprising that as soon as the country finds busi- 
ness on the up-grade after a tedious siege of depression it should put its 
shoulder to the wheel and rejofce in a comprehensible exaggeration of con- 
ditions. 

Nor do we agree that America, as a whole, is given to undue despond- 


ency over untoward financial conditions. For instance, there was never a 
time during the latest stringency that the tone of the press, while frank, 


was not optimistic, even squeezing humor out of our afflictions and con- 
ducting an industrious hunt for the silver lining to the cloud. 

But we are entirely at one with The Journal when it comes to depre- 
cating the tendency to judge all public officials or all big and little business 
by the obliqufty of an isolated and uncharacteristic few. 

For instance, notwithstanding the emphasis of Roosevelt's methods, it 
cannot justly be charged against him that he did not consistently demand 
that public opinion distinguish as between the good and the evil in business 
and in public servants. 

Had his philosophy been followed uniformly by the country, there would 
never have been an excuse for the indictment brought by Tne Journal re- 
garding the cénsoriotis public attitude. 

It is because the people of America; with the faults of the growing 
nation, are excitable and lack perspective, that we are occasionally treated 
to intemperance in criticism of public men and of public and private in- 
stitutions. 

There can be no question, as The Journal] states, that the overwhelm- 
ing majority: of buéfmess in this country is honestly conducted. We all 
realize that fact, when we stop to think about it. It is only when we are 
led away by the hysteria of public clamor that foreign critics get the idea 
that things in this country are unmitigatedly bad. 

We are, moreover, rapidiy outgrowing the fault. The demagogue is 
disappearing, for one thing, and people analyze more, for another,

The well-known real estate firm of 


Thomson & Lynes, with offices in the 
Prudential building, on Friday morn- 
ing sold two other pieces of property 
on the Washington street viaduct for 
$45,000, following the sale made Thurs- 
day of Nos. 7, 9 and 14 Collins street 
for $56,600 cash. 

This firm has options on other front- 
ages, and it is believed that by the first 
of the year practically all of this sec- 
tion, which has been so much in the 
limelight for the past few years, will 
have been sold and the property used 
for commercial] buildings. 

The property owned by the Collins 
estate, between Decatur street and the 
railroad, oposite the houses sold Thurs- 
day, has been placed on the market, 
and it is very probable that this prop- 
erty will bring in the neighborhood of 
$100,000 in a very short while. 

On account of its central! location and 
proximity to the railroads, where a4- 
nirable trackage is already established,. 
these sites are locked upon with favor 
for business houses, 

The property sold through Thomson 
& Lynes on Friday was in two parts. 
Both tracts were between Decatur 
street and Gilmer street, on Courtland 
street. 

The first tract hed a frontage of 108 
feet on Courtland street, running back 
irregularly 125 feet on one side and 
150 feet on the other. The property 
was bought by Isaac Hirsch from Mrs. 
Mary E. Manning. The other tract was 
across the street, and has a frontage 
of 50 feet on Courtland street and runs 
back a distance of 100 feet. 

Options are held on several other lots 
on these two streets, which are ex- 
pected to be closed at any time, now. 

By means of sale the vexatious 
problem is settled, for the new owners 
are generally business firms or parties 
desirous of improving the property by 
erecting factories for the railroad 
trackage or other purposes.

Frances A. Robinson, in which the de- 
cision of the lower court favorable to 
the latter is reveresd, the state su- 
preme coutt upholds the titles of the 
present owners and occupants of some 
valuable Atlanta real estate. 

While the suit involved directly only 
cne let 50 by 166 feet, fronting on 
Woodward avenue, the entire block in 
which the lot was located, bounded by 
Capitol avenue, Woodward avenue, 
Fair and Fraser streets, as well as 
several other valuable pieces of At- 
lanta preperty, were indirectly involved 
because of the same surrounding facts 
and conditions. 

In 1858 George Robinson made a 
trust deed to Meyron M. Smalley, in 
which he conveyed the foregoing and 
other property to whom in trust for 
the use of his wife, Martha Ann Rob- 
inson. Mrs. Robinson died Janu- 
ary 11, 1908, and Frances A. Rob- 
inson brought suit to recover the lot 
in question, as the sole surviving child 
of Mrs. Robinson, and the sole heir to 
the remainder interest in the property. 

The title to the property, which was 
sold with the consent of the superior 
court years ago, by Mrs. Robinson, who 
succeeded Mr. Smalley’ as trustee, 
hinged wholly upon the construction 
of the trust deed. 2 

In the lower court Frances A. Rob- 
inson won the guit to the extent of 
the refusal of the court to sustain a 
demurrer filed by Verno, the defend- 
ant. 

The supreme court reverses this de- 
cision, holding, in effect after careful 
and lengthy analysis, that the trust 
deed practically gave the beneficiary, 
Mrs. Robinson, the right to make what- 
ever disposition of the property she 
saw fit and that the remainder inter- 
est was wholly a contingent one, de- 
pending upon whether any of the prop- 
erty remained in her possession at 
the time of her death. | 

The decision thus finally settles the 
titie to the property in question and 
all the rest of the property conveyed 
under the trust deed in the present 
owners and holders thereof. 


MACON ORDINANCES 
ARE UPHELD BY COURT 


Near Beer License a Privilege 
and Not a Contract; May 
Be Revoked. 


According to a deciston of the su- 
preme court rendered yesterday in the 
case of Ed Cassidy vs. the City of 
Macon, the near beer license granted 
by that municipality is a privilege and 
not a contract, and it igs subject to 
revocation for cause. 

The decision upholds the Macon ordi- 
nance requiring a license tax for the 
sale of near beer and soft drinks, and 
also declares that Macon has the right 
to revoke guch license for violation 
of its ordinance against the keeping 
on hand of liquors for illegal sale. This 
latter ordinance is also upheld by the 
court.

Holiday Dullness in the Stock 
Market---Rock Island Show- 
ed Strength.

up of contracts. The holiday spirit 
Was manifest also in the cheerful and 
hopeful sentiment prevailing, although 
it is not a usual characteristic of spec- 
ulative markets to postpone acting on 
Such sentiments. The constraint on 
activity is partly ue to the desire to 
await the year-end money settlements 
and a dread that flurries in the call 
loan market may occur in the last 
week of the year. Borrowing on call 
today carries over until Monday, and 
the evidence of ovorsupply of funds, 
as the day progressed, helped to allay 
apprehension on this point and con- 
duced to the stiffening of prices of 
etocks. Discounts eased also in for- 
eign markets, fndicating the prospect 
of money relaxation after the turn of 
the year. Another sharp relapse i! 
foreign exchange rates pointed to the 
speculative rature of some of the re- 
cent strength in that market and the 
over-supply of exchange bills left on 
hand as a@ consequence. Individual 
stocks, here and there, continued to 
show marked strength, but the subse- 
quent course of stocks, which 
had euch movements recently, does not 
inspire confidence in the example. 
Reading seecond preferred collapsed 
violently today, running off 1 1-2 
lateral bonds lately is too fresh in the 
points from the price touched in the 
volatile rise of yesterday.

Trade Dragged All Day Owing 
to Holiday Feeling---Pro- 
visions Were Strong. 


December 24.—Increased 
receipts in the southwest today, with 
favorable conditions for the new- 
sown crop in that section, tended to 
weaken the wheat market here to- 
day. The market, however, closed 
steady with prices 1-4 lower to 1-4c 
higher. Corn and oats closed firm and 
provisions steady. 

Trading in the wheat pit was in- 
clined to drag the greater art of the 
day, owing to the pre-holiday inertia. 
Sentiment wags bearish nearly all day, 
although some buoyancy was mani- 
feasted on a few occasions owing to 
covering by shorts. There was almost 
nothing in the gossip of the day to en- 
courage the bulls, while several factors 
inspired moderate selling. The chief 
influences that prompted sales were 
easy cables, increasing receipts, par- 
ticularly at St. Louis and Kansas 
City, rain or snow during the last 24 
hours throughout the southwest, slack 
demand for the cash grain and the 
weekly report of a St. Louls cro jour- 
nal, which claimed that the fall-sown 
crop is in excellent condition.
